Royal K. Mann last night, as the 
three. prison commissioners pre- 
pared to attend the -“showdown 
conference” with Governor Arnall 
at 9:30 a. m. today. 

One commissioner, Judge Vivian 
Stanley, practically pledged co- 
operation with the Governor's 
prison reform plan, calling for the 
commissioners to delegate their 
powers to a director of correction. 
“I have always co-operated with 
the Governor,” Stanley said. 

Another, Chairman Clem Rainey, 
told The Constitution he would 
“stick by my recommendation to 
the Governor,” adding he had 
nothing more to say until he talks 
with Arnall today. Rainey, friend- 
ly to the Arnall administration, 
was the first to suggest appoint- 
ment of a director of prisons. 

Commissioner Mann said he did | 
not know what action he would 
take until he saw the Governor's 
plans. 


Suggests Point. 

But Mann did come through 
with a last-minute prison reform 
recommendation of his own 
which did not include appointment 
of a director of corrections. He 
asked the Governor's co-operation 
in this program, and said “if given 
the authority by you, I will carry 
out these reforms, and if I fail

In the beginning of their re- 
port the house investigators, last 
of the three legislative groups to 
file their findings with the Gover- 
nor, said: 

“We found in the state a small 
group of camps the management 
of which we wish to commend.” 

Reading that line, Governor Ar- 
nall commented: 

“I'm glad to see that 
men have been liberal in your 
summary of the situation as you 
found it. There are many fine 
wardens in this state and many 
fine prison camps. The camps we 
are trying to improve are those 
which have not kept pace with the 
times,” 

Names Counties. 

The Governor named off-hand a 
dozen or so counties where ,he 
said: 

“Prison problems are handled 
intelligently, due to the efforts of 
those in charge locally. If it were 
not for those individual wardens 
vho recognize that a convict is 
still a human being, I don’t know 
where Georgia would be today. 

“My fight is, as you say, to give 
the state system an intelligent di- 
rection. Under that plan, the con- 
vict camps conducted intelligently

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN NORTH AFRICA, Sept. 
24.—(AP)—The American Fifth Army, in full offensive. 
lunged toward tortured Naples tonight behind a violent 
artillery and air barrage which reduced stout German moun- 
tain positions and blocked enemy-roads just behind the “bit- 


ter and severe” fighting, 

Bonifacio

to mop up virtually all Italy south 
of a line east of Salerno to the 
Adriatic above Bari.

Atlanta schoolboy volunteers, 
flocking to the cotton field to aid 
the farmers harvest their crop, 
"picked more than four bales ‘of 
cotton yesterday, a compilation of 
figures from three schools reveals. 

Boys of Hoke Smith and Bass 
Junior High schools gathered 1,- 
935 pounds, while 55 boys from 
Tech High school, working on a 
farm near Locust Grove, picked 
3,500 pounds of the fleecy staple. 

The Hoke Smith students were 
credited with picking 1,110 
pounds, while the Bass students 
picked 825 pounds.

Tin is so scarce, the Agriculture 
Department said today, that if the 
war lasts another year or two, 
civilian supplies of canned fruits 
and vegetables may have to be cut 
sharply below present rationed 
levels.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—(#) 
With the backing of Chairman 
Connally, Democrat, Texas, a 
strong move developed within the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee today to delay action on pend- 
ing declarations of postwar foreign 
policy until the views of Amer- 
ica’s chief allies have been sound- 
ed out.

“Tll-considered debate,” he said 
in a statement, “might produce 
irritations or vexations at a criti- 
cal period in the prosecution of 
the war.” 

Connally’s view that the com- 
mittee ought to proceed cautiously, 
despite the overwhelming  ap- 
proval given by the house to the 
Fulbright resolution, was shared 
by Senator George, Democrat, 0 
Georgia, who preceded Connally 
in the chairmanship. 

Senator Ball, Republican, Min- 
nesota, one of the authors of 4 
pending resolution to pledge this 
country’s participation in interna- 
tional machinery to maintain the 
peace by force, if necessary, said 
he and others of like views would 
fight to bring the ‘issue before 
the senate promptly. 

“How can our representative 
say to Stalin ‘We are in favor of 
collective security to maintain fu- 
ture peace’ if the senate has not 
acted?” Ball demanded. “He will 
say to them ‘What about the 
senate’?”

Also since January 1, 1942, Nel- 
son said America produced 60,000 
tanks and tank chassis; 53,000 
scout cars and carriers and 1,100,- 
000 trucks and trailers. 

“More than 21,000,000 dead- 
weight tons of merchant vessels 
and nearly 3,000,000 displacement 
tons of naval vessels have come 
from our shipyards during — this 
time,” he said. 

As for artillery and ammuni- 
tion, he said enough had been 
manufactured “to let us fire near- 
ly 2,000 shots at every soldier in 
the Axis armies.” 

Emphasizing that he was speak- 
ing only of American production 
exclusive of the other United Na- 
tions, Nelson said: 

“Let the German people exer- 
cise their imagination on the total 
of our combined war production. 
Let them understand how hope- 
less is the struggle they are wag- 
ing in a war where mechanical 
production is the foundation of 
every military campaign.” 

Nelson struck sharply at what 
he termed “the diplomacy of 
squeeze and grab,” saying that 
already in some quarters peace 
was being discussed in terms of 
new power combinations by 
which one group of nations could 
get the better of another. 

“IT wonder how long the people 
of the world will toierate that 
negative and dangerous attitude,” 
Nelson said. 

“IT have a feeling that the time 
is here when frankness amd sim- 
plicity will prove to be the most 
effective tools of international 
statement.” 


es|Vexes Bond Probers 


City council’s police committee efforts to identify the 
“little brownie” who paid a $27 police court fine without the 
solicitation of the defendant or anyone else deepened when 
Councilman Paul Butler, who recommended a reduction of 
the $52 original fine to $27, failed to remember who requested 


the modification. 

Identity of the person engineer- 
ing a reduction of the fine and 
the payment of the $27 poses a 
mystery for the police commit- 
tee’s probe of alleged bonding ac- 
tivities at the police station. 

Butler said he does not remem- 
ber who requested the fine reduc- 
tion, but that he followed the reg- 
ular routine in the matter. He 


filled out a recommendation to 
Mayor Hartsfield, and the mayor, 
following his usual custom of ap- 
proving recommendations of pre- 
siding recorders, approved it. 

Butler said he will appear at 
the September 30 session of the 
police committee and do what he 
can to help the committee dis- 
cover who killed Cock Robin, He 
said he will answer any questions 
regarding a second case which the 
police committee investigated and 
in which Butler assessed a fine of 
$7 in a case in which Judge Luke 
Arnold had informed a defendant 
that he must pay $77. 

Case History. 

The perplexing case concerning 
the fine reduction had the follow- 
ing history: 

The defendant was arrested No- 
vember 18 on a charge of driving 
while drunk. The case was checked 
until December 3 when he was 
fined $52 by Butler, who was act- 
ing recorder. The defendant then 
said he did not have that much 
money and was informed he might 
apply for a writ of certiorari and 
pay the fine when he got the 
money, while the certiorari 
pended. 

He paid $10 to Mobley & 
Lunsford, professional bonding 
firm, for a certiorari bond, and 
another $5 for an attorney, whom 
he did not know. On December 
16, he paid $25 on the fine to his 
bondsmen and got a receipt, and 
on January 16 he paid another $15 
on the fine. 

Then last August 26, he paid an 
additional $5 on the fine, leaving 
a balance of $7 on the fine, ac- 
cording to bonding company rec- 
ords., 

A check of recoras at the police 
station showed that on August 26, 
the same day on which the de- 
fendant paid $5 on the fine, the 
original fine of $52 was reduced to 
$27 by action of Butler and the 
mayor. 

The defendant said he had not 
asked the reduction, and R. F. 
Mobley and Joel Lunsford, bonds- 
men, echoed the “not I” of the de- 


fendant. 
Within Rights. 

It was pointed out that Butler 
acted within his legal rights and 
tracked the law in reducing the 
fine, but no one can remember 
just who sponsored the fine reduc- 
tion or who paid the $27 on Au- 
gust 26 at the oe station. 

Mobley and Lunsford said they 
are ready to reimburse the de- 
fendant $45, the amount he paid 
them on the $52 fine, and since 
the city has its $27, the amount 
the fine was reduced to, the de- 
fendant is thanking the good fairy 
for saving him the $45. 

Butler tried the second drunk 
driving case after he “nominated 
himself as trial judge,” Arnold 
told the police committee. Arnold 
said Councilman Howard Haire 
was presiding in Arnold’s division 
of the recorder’s court when But- 
ler asked Haire to dismiss the 
charge of drunk driving for a re- 
duced charge of being drunk on 
the street and allow payment of a 
$7 fine. Haire declined, according 
to Arnold. 

Butler then set the case for hear- 
ing on a day on which he was to 
preside as recorder, and levied a 
$7 fine in the case. 

Although the police committee 
plans to continue its own investi- 
gation of the bond activities and 
especially the Butler decisions, it 
is expected that it will ask the 
grand jury to conduct a thorough 
probe of the matter if it continues 
to fail to find who sponsored the 
fine reduction matter. 

The committee will reconvene at 
7:30 p. m. Thursday, and Butler 
will be present at that time, he 
announced.

Sale of Small 
BondsAbruptly 


Skyrocketing 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—(#) 
A sharp upturn in small bond 
sales sent the third war loan to- 
tal tonight to $12,899,000,000—a 
$677,000,000 increase for the day— 
as a third state, Ohio, passed its 
quota. 


Only $2,101,000,000 short of the 
$15,000,000,000 goal, the campaign 
appeared headed for success be- 
fore the October 2 deadline. 

Ohio, while joining Maryland 
and Rhode Island, was the first 
of the so-called “big six”’ states to 
exceed its quota. Sales up to to- 
night totaled $703,000,000, an even 
$5,000,000 above the goal. 

Rhode Island, meanwhile, volun- 
tarily raised its sights from $81,- 
000,000 to $90,000,000, thus reduc- 
ing its percentage from an official 
105 to an unofficial 94 on the basis 
of $85,000,000 in sales. Maryland 
stood at 120 per cent of its $196,- 
000,000 goal. 

Another new development was 
the addition of a new slogan, 
“Let’s Pave the Road to Rome 
With War Bonds’—a result of 
Secretary Morgenthau’s sugges- 
tion that the closing days of the 
campaign be dedicated to General 
Mark Clark’s Fifth Army in Italy. 

National Director Ted Gamble, 
announcing the new war bond 
cry, also reported a “great flood” 
of “E” bond sales during the past 
three days. Running at the rate 
of about $150,000,000, he said in- 
dications were that issuing agents 
were being swamped. 

Officials have emphasized that 
it will be the small-money bonds 
that put the drive over. 

Corporate investors, assigned a 
$10,000,000,000 quota, already have 
accounted for 93 per cent of that 
amount. Individual sales, on the 
other hand, have not yet passed 
the halfway mark toward the 
$5,000,000,000 goal set for them. 

On the basis of the latest break- 
down, Georgia had sold 58 per 
cent of its quota, or approximate- 
ly $79,000,000 out of $137,000,000. 


2,000 Railmen 
Stage Walkout 
On West Coast 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 24.—(P) 
The big red cars of the Pacific 
Electric Railway stood silent and 
empty today while spokesmen for 
more than 2,000 striking operating 
employes voiced determination to 
stay off the job until the govern- 
ment proposed a satisfactory solu- 
tion to their wage demands. 

In Washington, however, the 
White House stated that a three- 
man special emergency board 
named to investigate the wage 
dispute would not consider the 
case as long as the strike con- 
tinues. : 

Officials of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen and of the Pa- 
cific Electric Company agreed that 
the strike, insofar as it involves 
passenger traffic, is effective vir- 
tually 100 per cent. 

Earlier today company officials 
estimated freight movement at as 
high as 70 per cent of normal but 
tonight they declared it was only 
10 per cent. The decline, they said, 
followed the refusal of union em- 
Ployes of the Southern Pacific, 
Santa Fe and Union Pacific rail- 
roads to take in or out of the Pa- 
cific Electric’s large Butte street 
yard any freight destined for P. 
E. delivery or coming in via the 
struck line. 

The union represents about 
2,500 operating employes, said F. 
L. Smith, secretary of the general 
grievance committee. Of these, 
2,100 are passenger crews, he said, 
and all are off the jobs. The re- 
maining 400@ are freight crew 
members, and these, Smith de- 
clared, are “almost all” on strike. 

Smith said the next move must 
come from Washington. There is 
no dispute between the union and 
the’ Pacific Electric management. 
The company agreed some months 
ago to increase wages 13 cents, 
from 87 cents to $1 an hour. The 
case was reviewed by several 
Washington agencies and eventu- 
ally disapproved by Economic 
Stabilization Director Fred L. 
Vinson, who trimmed the increase 
to three cents an hour.

Murray Asks

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24—()

His message went to a congress 
busy with other pressing prob- 
lems, such as taxes and the fa- 
ther draft. 

The House Ways and Means 
Committee will open hearing Oc- 
tober 4 in its search for the addi- 
tional $12,000,000,000 revenue the 
Treasury says will be needed for 
the war-time government. Pres- 
ent revenue is about $38,000,000,- 
000. Members weren't too opti- 
mistic about finding the entire 
amount, but they predicted a new 
tax law could be written before 
the first of the year. 

Votes for soldiers occupied other 
congressional committees. The 
outcome probably will be a 
“V-mail ballot” for 1944’s elec- 
tions, to be cast at the battle 
fronts and counted by secretaries 
of state back home.

Axis Gasoline Shortage 
Is Called Exaggerated 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—(4) 
Destruction of Axis refineries has 
been one of the principal objec- 
tives of Allied air forces, but com- 
petent observers expressed doubt 
today that a single German plane 
has yet been grounded by lack of 
fuel. 

The immediate importance of 
attacks on Axis oil and gasoline 
production centers probably have 
been exaggerated, said one offi- 
cial. Even the Ploesti raid, strik- 
ing at the Rumaniaa production 
which supplies much of Germany’s 
fuel, would have little immediate 
effect on the Luftwaffe’s opera- 
tions, although its ultimate result 
could be disastrous.

and the Illinois Coal Operators’ Association 
has been submitted to the War Labor Board. 
This is the second such joint proposal, the 
first having been rejected by the board. 

While there should be no compromise with 
proper limitations under which the WLB seeks 
to render justice in such disputes and, at the 
same time, maintain effective check on infla- 
tion of currency, it is sincerely to be hoped 
the new proposal will quickly be found accept- 
able. Furthermore, that it may then be accept- 
ed for all coal mining operations in the country. 

The new proposal involves increase in pay 
for the miners. Some increase should be grant- 
ed. This is acknowledged by all familiar with 
conditions in the mines. The only difficulties 
are to see that this increase is not out of 
proportion with increases granted other types 
of workers, and ‘that it does not necessitate 
higher costs of coal, to the point where severe 
injustice would be inflicted on all coal users. 
Slight raise in coal ceiling prices will, it is 
said, be necessary if the new proposal is ac- 
cepted. 

The nation is heartily tired of the long- 
drawn dispute between the coal miners and 
operators. Nothing so shocked and sickened 
the vast majority of Americans, since the war 
began, as the indefensible coal mine strikes of 
last spring. Furthermore it has been charged, 
and not denied, that even since the miners 
returned to the pits many of them have staged 
a “slow-down,” which has reduced coal output 
dangerously. 

If, by adoption of the new proposal, the 


miners can be induced to really go back to 
work and produce coal at the rate which loyal 
Americans would produce it, in time of war 
emergency, the WLB should think long before 
rejecting the plan.

A Champion for the Goats 

It was startling to read, in a Washington 
news dispa*ch of Wednesday last, that con- 
gressional concern has been aroused over the 
plight of the so-called “white collar” workers 
of the nation; those millions with fixed and 
OPA-frozen incomes who are bearing, already, 
more than their fair share of the financial 
burden of war. - 

Congressional sympathy for the 20 million 
who come under the fixed-income classifica- 
tion was aroused at reports the Treasury De- 
partment will propose an $8,000,000,000 increase 
in federal income taxes, including a raise to 
30 per cent of the withholding levy on taxable 
portions %f wages and salaries. That levy is 
now at the rate of 20 per cent. 

Such a plan would put almost all the addi- 
tional tax burden on those with taxable incomes 
in the $2,000-$4,000 group. It would add 13 per 
cent to first bracket surtax, under which such 
incomes are placed. 

Representative Robertson, of Virginia, ex- 
pressed the view of many of his colleagues 
when, as a member of the Ways and Means 
Committee, he said: 

“I am unwilling to believe that the Treasury 
would recommend a tax program that would 
be so harsh and unjust to the millions of white 
collar workers who have not shared in the new 
war income. Nor do I believe the President 
would approve any such program.” 

The white collar workers are unorganized. 
They belong to no labor union which could 
bring pressure to bear to secure salary increase. 
They are, as a class, perhaps the most loyal, 
the most sacrificing and the truest to American 
ideals. The OPA has, in the name of anti- 
inflation, frozen their salaries. 

However, if such a plan as that suspected, 
as outlined above, should go into effect, the 
result will be tantamount to breaking the back 
of the willing, but overloaded, camel.

Work for Disabled 

Faced with the dismissal of thousands of 
partially disabled soldiers, sailors, airmen and 
women from military service, the Federal 
Civil Service is already setting up a bureau for 
finding employment these veterans can handle 
efficiently, which will not only release man- 
power for the various branches of military 
service but will replace the veterans in indus- 
trial activities which they left to join the 
colors. 2 

Federal government departments and bu- 
reaus are being canvassed to find work for 
men and women and Charles R. Anderson, 
administrator in charge of re-employment of 
disabled veterans, is holding conferences with 
business and industrial leaders to facilitate the 
re-absorption of service men and women into 
our national life as soon as their active war 
duties are ended. 

Medical officers of the CivN Service have 
visited shipyards, ordnance plants, arsenals 
and factories throughout the nation. They 
watched men at their work to see what physical 


_ movements were-necessary to perform various 


tasks safely and. efficiently and found 2,500 
different jobs that can be ably performed by 
handicapped persons. 

With this knowledge Anderson said a year 
ago the commission undertook the placement 
of 15,000 physically handicapped persons to 
find how they would adjust themselves and 
whether the employment would be practical. 
Results proved their employment highly de- 
sirable, from a standpoint of efficiency, ap- 
plication of the individual to his work, lack 
of absenteeism and accidents. 

The announced policy of the administration 
of “Jobs for returning veterans” is thus being 
given a start-that will tend to avert the spec- 
tacle of World War I, when veterans, able and 
disabled, could find no available place in the 
industrial life of the nation.

NEW FARMING METHODS PAY 
(From The Albany Herald) 

When this newspaper commented recently on 
a book entitled, “The Plowman’s Folly,” in which 
farmers of the United States are advised to aban- 
don the use of the plow for the disc harrow, we 
did not then know that farmers in the one-time 
dust bowl of the Texas high plains already had 
done that very thing—to a large extent, at least. 
As a result, farmers in that section are now 
highly prosperous. 

We learn from a comprehensive and detailed 
article in the Wall Street Journal, under a Lub- 
bock, Texas, dateline, that practically all of the 
former dust bowl has been permitted to go back 
to short native grass, such as originally covered 
the plains. 

This shows that the plow, which created the 
dust bowl, has been abandoned there entirely, 
with herds of livestock making money for their 
owners by feeding on that grass. 


WASHINGTON PARADE

NEW GERMAN WEAPON WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Prime 
Minister Churchill, in his latest 


address before the house of commons, has revealed the Germans 
have introduced a new secret weapon for use against Allied shipping 
and naval vessels. 

As he described it, it is “a sort of rocket-assisted glider which 
releases its bombs from a height and is directed 
towards its target by a parent aircraft.” 

The new weapon was first introduced in 
the Battle of Salerno, where the large number 
of Allied craft taking part in the landing oper- 
ations made easy targets. From War Depart- 
ment sources it is better described as a radio- 
controlled glider loaded with bombs. Another 
plane flying far overhead directs the pilotless 
glider’s movements. 

It is said to be suitable only for operations 
against ships close to shore. We have been 
conducting experiments along the same line for 
some years. How much damage the Germans 
were able to do with the gliders at Salerno 

re has not yet been revealed. Obviously not very 
much, or we would have heard more about it. 

But this is only one of four new secret weapons which the 
Germans have sprung on us lately. Some of the others are even 
more of an innovation, if usually well-informed sources can be 
trusted. Just why the War Department doesn’t release the infor- 
mation to the public is something of a mystery. The Germans 
know we know all about it, so there would seem to be no reason 
for continued secrecy, Mr. Churchill evidently felt this way about 
it, or he would not have divulged the facts about the glider in his 
commons speech, 


INCENDIARY STICKERS Perhaps the most interesting in- 


novation sprung by the Germans 
as a new secret weapon is said to be a type of adhesive sticker 
with a chemical base which is released in great showers above 
formations of our Flying Fortresses and Liberator bombers. 

As our big bombers fly through them the stickers adhere to the 
surface of the planes and burn holes through the fuselage. This 
may or may not account for the seeming slow-down in our daylight 
bomber operations over Europe in recent weeks. The tendency 
seems to have been more on night attacks. 

Through costly experience the Germans have learned that 
they can’t send their fighters up against large formations of the 
big bombers. Our Fortresses carry so many guns the smaller 
armored fighters come within range at their peril. 

After trying most every other conceivable method without suc- 
cess, the Germans, it appears, have now developed the idea of 
laying down a sticker barrage in the path of the Fortresses. How 
effective they are proving remains to be revealed. 

This may be one of the secret weapons Hitler promised the 
German people in his latest public address. The only comfort 
he could give the bomb-stricken cities of the Reich was some veiled 
reference to new weapons. 


LONGER RANGE GUN Still another new weapon which the 

Nazis are reported to have brought 
into play recently is a high-powered gun mounted on aircraft. The 
gun is said to have a longer range than those carried by our big 
bombers, enabling German fighters to stand off out of range of 
our planes and fire on us without being fired on. 

Finally, the Germans are reported to have come out with a 
new type of rocket gun similar to the bazooka, which we first 
introduced in Tunisia. It is said to be capable of firing some 
eight rockets simultaneously. 

No reports are available yet on the effectiveness of the new 
weapons. As Mr. Churchill said, however, the Allies so far have 
been able to find an answer to anything new offered by our enemies 


on the battlefield. 

SUBMARINES ARMING In the same general connection, we 
have learned that the Germans are 

equipping their submarines with new and more powerful antiair- 

craft guns which make them less vulnerable to attack by planes 

used in anti-U-boat patrol work. Several of our planes are tnder- 

stood to have been shot down by the new guns. 


There are reasons to believe that the Germans, after the effec- 
tive use of planes against their undersea craft, called in their subs 


and have been equipping them with the new weapons.

account in some degree for the exceedingly small toll of Allied 


shipping taken by the U-boats in recent months.

Three Big 
Problems. 

“Among the problems of total 
warfare and of fhe peace, there 
are three which loom as large as 
any ever before faced by a U. S. 
administration. Most immediate of 
the three is the necessity for fi- 
nancing the war effort on the most 
favorable possible terms. Two oth- 
ers are certain to confront us at 
the end of hostilities: (1) How to 
manage the vast public debt, and 
(2) how to dispose advantageously 
of the great amount of government 
property in plants and materials 
produced to prosecute the war. 

“The writers have conceived a 
plan which, although unorthodox, 
would be a substantial step toward 
solution of all three of the above 
problems. It is in effect a financial 
weapon for more effectively har- 
nessing the resources of the na- 
tion for war. Briefly, this plan 
calls for a declaration by the gov- 
ernment that all war bonds now 
outstanding as well as those issued 
in the future can be converted 
after the war at par into any prop- 
erty the government wishes to sell. 
Soon after the conclusion of hos- 
tilities the government should 
publish a price list of all property 
to be disposed of during the next 
three or four years, based upon 
original cost and the depreciation 
rates generally acceptable to the 
Treasury. It should make clear by 
law or other directive that under 
no circumstances will public prop- 
erty be sold below the prices de- 
termined upon, but that bondhold- 
ers will be given some premium, 


say 10 per cent, in bidding against 
cash buyers, 


“For the government this plan 
accomplishes the following: 


“(a) Provides means for the ad- 
vantageous disposal of the great 
plant expansion financed and 
owned by the government since 
the start of the defense program 
and the vast stores of material 
that will remain when peace ar- 
rives. 


“(b) Provides means for the re- 
duction of the vast public debt. 


“(c) Furnishes a powerful weap- 
on against inflation after the war 
by getting the great stores of gov- 
ernment property into the hands 
of consumers, thus helping to close 
the gap between purchasing power 
and goods during the change-over 
period, 

“(d) Adds an attractive option 
feature to war bonds, which should 
be an additional selling point for 
the Treasury in attracting money 
now being held in cash in antici- 
pation of various postwar contin- 
gencies. 


Advantages 
To Individual. 


“The following advantages are 
inherent for the individual: 


“(a) The bondholder will pos- 
sess a substantial hedge against in- 
flation. He is given the option to 
purchase government property in 
accordance with a price schedule 
based on original cost less depre- 
ciation. If the prices of goods are 
inflated after the war, he may 
have the power to buy the mate- 
rial he needs at a much lower cost 
through this conversion feature. 


“(b) The possible future pur- 
chasers of government plants or 
materials will be able to lay their 
plans for the peace by investing in 
interest-bearing government obli- 
gations offering a 10 per cent pre- 
mium rather than keeping their 
entire reserve in cash. 


“(c) On the remote chance that 
there is a fall in the price of bonds 
after the war, the bondholder will 
be able to convert them at 110 per 
cent into government property. 


“(d) Convertible government 
bonds will interest citizens in all 
walks of life, from the farmer who 
would like to save toward a jeep, 
the small manufacturer who plans 
to procure some more machine 
tools, to the _ industrialist who 
hopes to take over a plant owned 
by the government which he is 
now operating on a fee basis. 


“This nation is now the only 
large reservoir of credit remain- 
ing to the United Nations. We be- 
lieve that convertible government 
bonds are the most effective in- 
strument for tapping that reser- 
voir fully and with the least per- 
manent disturbance to our eco- 
nomic structure.”

Mrs. Spelvin rejected as a total

This area, of which roughly Tifton and Val- 
dosta are the center, really is the agricultural 
empire of the state. Nowhere else in the state 
is there so much farming wealth. : 

There are fantastic stories to be heard. 
There is the one of the FSA farmer who made 
a loan to enable him to buy a farm valued at 
$5,000. He had been a tenant farmer. He put 
in eight acres of cabbage and they came 
through for him before. the ceiling price was 
put on them. He sold eight acres of cabbage 
for $8,000, an even $1,000 per acre cf cabbage. 
When the FSA sent him a part of the loan for 
operating expenses, it arrived on the day he 
sold his cabbage. He returned the check and 
sent one along for $5,000 to pay out his farm. 
There is the story of the Negro who sold $5,000 

of turnip greens off six acres of land. There is the story of a small 
farmer who hit the jackpot with tomatoes. The money has rolled in, 

This is the area where plants are raised. It is one of the great 
plant areas of the nation. It is great because the month of May in 
this area of Georgia is usually very dry. The plants have their 
growth halted and become strong enough to stand shipping across 
long distances. This year, with increased farm production and 
literally millions of victory gardens planted over the nation, the 
plant°men reaped a great harvest, as the banks can testify. 

The stories of south Georgia’s success have gone out over the 
nation and there are almost daily letters from persons in the east 
who want to buy land in this area here and about Tifton. 

Cotton, vegetables, peanuts, plants and other crops brought good 
prices. Naval stores are in demand. The south Georgia section is 
comfortable and well off. 

It is a little interesting to see the bond campaigns in the cities 
hereabouts directed at the farmer. Appeals to the farmer to invest 
his money are something new, I think. It has been a long time 
since the communities recall the farmer as their best source of 


ready cash, 

GOOD CITIES It has been a long time since I have been in 
this section of Georgia. Too long. Tifton re- 

flects the community about it. It always has been a thriving city 

of good people. They have built a modern hospital which fronts 

on their park. It is very attractive and it will pay dividends in 

health and service to the people of the county. 

It was good to see the Herring clan again and to meet with 
the businessmen who make Tifton such a good city. Olin Mitchell, 
the athletic coach, was another one I had not seen in years. He 
has been a real factor in the school life of Tifton for almost 20 
years. Professor George King and the Coastal Plains Experiment 
Station are synonymous. His staff is doing a magnificent job for 
the farmers, and some of their experiments and results I took 
down for future attention. They, too, are success stories. One 
reason this area of south Georgia is the state’s agricultural empire 
is this experiment station. 

Going from Tifton to Valdosta, I stopped at Hahira to see G. G. 
Puett and his bee business. Georgia doesn’t know much about its 
bee business which brings more than a million dollars each year 
into the state. G. G. Puett succeeded his father in the bee bysi- 
ness. His is not the largest in the state, yet last year he grossed 
more than $50,000. He sells package bees and queens, and when 
you have sold more than $50,000 worth of them you have sold 
literally millions of bees and thousands of queen bees. 

He told me that his father, a native Georgian, had left Georgia 
many years ago on account of his health, but that wherever he went 
in Texas, Oklahoma and the west he had kept The Constitution 
coming. It still does. One of the finest things about working for 
The Constitution is to meet with the affection the people of the 
state have for it. 

In Valdosta I saw, of course, Dr. Frank Reade, the president of 
the Georgia State Woman’s College. The college is overflowing 
with students and it may be necessary to turn down a few simply 
because there is not room for them. The school is in excellent 
condition and, while it may be merely because I am getting along 
in years, it does seem to me the young ladies are more charming 
than ever. Frank Reade’s student body would win a beauty com- 
petition with any other school. 

It was good to see Eddie Laws, the Tech football player of the 
lean days of 1930-31 and '32. Eddie isn’t lean and wasn’t then. 
He’s in the furniture business here, and Eddie is one of the popular 
citizens here. He and I recalled many incidents of the famous Geor- 
gia Tech football trip from California through the Panama Canali to 
Havana and finally Miami and home. That was a trip! Coach 
W. A. Alexander took it for education purposes and it educated 
him, all right. 

Captain Horace Caldwell, known to all hotel men in Georgia, 
looks great. He is squadron commander at Moody Field. He gives 
a good party, they tell me, at the officers’ club and one day | want 
to come back for one. 

Valdosta looks great. It always has been one of Georgia’s best 
cities. South Georgia is, as I said, booming and things look good 


everywhere.

My Dear Louise: 
This new movement or sect which now appeals to you may be

He was excommunicated 
before he started a new church and the Reformation. 

Calvin, the Frenchman who joined the Reformation with ideas 
of his own, and John Knox, who carried Calvin’s ideas back to 
his native Scotland, were also trained as priests in the original 
church. All were devout men, with strong convictions, who led 
the way to a new order because they could not agree with the old. 

But once the bars were down—once it was realized that any- 
body could start a new church—there was no stopping place. The 
Reformed became the New Reformed and this led to the Modern 
New Reformed, and so ad infinitum, 

As generations passed and a new. church lost some of its orig- 
inal inspiration and zeal, history repeated itself. A new man, 
with new ideas, being unable to convince and change those who 
controlled the church, gathered a few followers and started a new 
one. 

But often, and especially in modern times, the cause of com- 
plaint is stagnation. The old church seems spiritually dead. It 
seems to have only form and ritual, money and social standing. 
Then zealous ‘youngsters, hungering for something more, try to 
find it in a new organization. 

Usually they do, for a new broom sweeps clean. But it is their 
spiritual enthusiasm, and not the new creed, which makes the 
difference. 

This new sect in which you are interested may be a good thing. 
I don’t know. But I do know it is one more division—and what- 
ever you seek can be found where you are.

Knox Asks British 


LONDON, Sept. 24.—(7)—Sec- 
retary of the Navy Frank Knox 


told naval-minded Britain today 
that the present struggle in the 
Pacific is the greatest naval war 
ever fought either by Britain or 
the United States and that already 
“a full third” of the Japanese 
merchant fleet has been sent to 
the bottom. 

The American minister told a 
press conference that the British 
press should emphasize the neces- 
sity of winning the Pacific war. 


On the other hand, he conceded 


that the United States had not 
concerned itself sufficiently with 
the necessity of a European vic- 
tory. 

“Nothing would more disturb 
the growing American confidence 
in British co-operation than to be- 
lieve the British feel that when 
Hitler is disposed of it all will 
be over,” Knox declared. 

He added that during his cur- 
rent visit to England he had 
found that the attitude here “is 
that the real war is in Germany 
and the other . sideshow.”

His Aunt Mary, 70, 
Gave Up Farm at 60

Aunt Mary was born 30 years too 


soon. Jim Williams should draw one of his “Out Our Way” 


cartoons about her. 


If she were 40, instead of 70, I am sure she would be in 
congress now. She always did want to be in politics, but she 
was born to the farm instead. She knows all about politics 
and national affairs, and does plenty of first-rate original 
thinking, too. Yet she never went beyond the eighth grade 


in school. 

My Aunt Mary was past 40 when 
she married, I remember when 
Uncle George first started going 
with her. She lived at our house 
then, and he would come to take 
her riding before breakfast. He 
drove a fractious sorre] mare, 
hitched to a two-wheeled racing 
sulky, with just a little seat on it. 

Ashamed To Ride. 

He would stop out in the road 
and yell till we were all awake, 
then Aunt Mary would go out and 
get in with him. She was ashamed 
to ride up and down the road in a 
racing sulky on a tiny little seat 
with a man before breakfast, but 
she liked Uncle George, so she 
went. 

And then I remember the night 
they were married. There were a 
lot of people at our house that 
night. I was a little shaver, but I 
had sense enough to know that as 
soon as the knot was tied the kiss- 
ing would start. So I hid behind 
the couch. 

Sure enough, as soon as the 
ceremony was over, Aunt Mary, 
crying as though she had just 
buried Uncle George instead of 
married him, wanted to kiss ev- 
erybody in the place, especially 
me. And I couldn’t be found, The 
search finally got so frantic I de- 
cided to come out and get kissed 
and have it over with. Which I 
did. 

Uncle George a Dreamer. 

Uncle George lived on a farm, 
but he wasn’t a farmer; he was 
a dreamer. He would fuss all day 
around his garden and his flowers, 
and play his beautiful big black 
square piane, and order whole 
freight carloads of lime fertilizer 
he couldn’t pay for, and talk by 
the hour about his prize sweet 
corn, and spend whole half-days 
studying the flower and seed cata- 
logs he had sent away for. My 
Uncle George was a great man, 
and he worked like a Trojan, but 
he never got anything done, and 
Aunt Mary had to make the living. 

And she did a nice job of it, too. 
.ae raised hundreds of chickens, 
and she raised her own hogs and 
cows, and through 20 years she 
kept the treasury irom going flat. 

She worked from 4 in the morn- 
ing till 9 at night, and found time 
to go to a couple of weekly clubs 
and run the country church be- 


sides. 
Drove Car at 50. 


She even bought an automobile | 
as early as 1915 and learned to) 


drive it, and drive it well, too, 
when she was 50 years old. Uncle 
George never would drive the 
damn thing, so she had to haul 
him around, too. 

Then one day, some 10 years 
ago, my Uncle George died. Aunt 


Mary was 60 years old. She had 
been born on a farm, raised on a 
farm; had never been off the farm. 
But she was alert, she had more 
energy than a buzz saw, and she 
was tall and straight despite a 
lifetime of killing work. And she 


was generous and kind, too. 

And so, at 60, she went to the 
city, all alone, to make her way 
in the world. And she did make 
it. She worked at all kinds of 
jobs. She worked as supervisor 


in a girls’ reform school. She 


worked in a restaurant. She took | 
care of a sick woman. She work- 
ed as a housekeeper. | 

Still Working at 70. | 

And today at 70 she is still work- | 
ing. Not only making her own) 
way, as we say of boys just out of | 
college, but helping keep a lot of | 
other people, just as she always 
has. 

In the city, my Aunt Mary has 
had time and opportunity to keep 
up with what’s going on in the 
world even better than she did 
before. She knows all about the 
New Deal, and is in favor of it. 

Most farm people and church- 
men are fundamentalists. But my 
Aunt Mary would need take only 


a couple of jumps to be a full- 
fledged Socialist. She has pretty 
advanced social ideas, and if she 
were 40 instead of 70 I’ll bet she’d 
make the capitalists holler. 

She still has all her old energy. 
When she writes letters her mind 
runs so far ahead of her pen that 
she leaves out half the words. 

Main Interest in Life. 

But her main interest in life still 
lies in the little community where | 
she lived for 60 years. Every let-| 
ter to her has to tell how Minnie’s. 
chickens are doing, and who' 
wasn’t at church last Sunday, and | 
when Edith is going to have her) 
baby, and what Grace’s new dress 
looks like. 

And about twice a year she goes 
back for a few days, and those 
few days are really an ecstasy, she 
is so happy. And people say to!

know.”

LONDON, Sept. 24.—(AP)—A big fleet of RAF night 
bombers hit four big German industrial centers—including 
the important twin cities of Mannheim-Ludwigshafen—and 
American Marauders again raided Evreux-Fauville airfield 
near Paris in daylight today, carrying the Allies’ latest large- 
scale round-the-clock aerial assault from Britain into its

Tonight a British authority’ an- 
nounced that during the day RAF 
Mitchells and Typhoon bombers 
attacked airfields in northern 
France and Brittany as well as the 
railway center at Amiens. They 
were escorted by RAF, Dominion 
and Allied fighters. At least 20 
enemy fighters were destroyed 
and eight Allied fighters were 
missing. 

Other German night targets 
were historic Aachen (also known 
as Aix-La-Chapelle, near Cologne) 
and Darmstadt near Mannheim. 

The RAF lost 32 bombers, two 
less than when it hurled 1,500 
long tons of explosives in 45 min- 
utes on the twin cities less than 
three weeks ago. 

Nazis Use Flares. 


Nazi night fighters, strongly on 
the defensive, again used the tac- 
tic of dropping myriad flares along 
the ingoing and outcoming bomb- 
er planes, making the night almost 
as bright as day, one pilot re- 
ported. 

Mannheim-Ludwigshafen, on the 
western German border at the 
junction of the Rhine and the 
Neckar rivers, is an important 
transshipment point for supplies 
to Italy. Darmstadt is on the key 
supply line to Hitler’s Belgian- 
French coastal “Atlantic wall.” 

The quadruple night assault was 
another blow in the RAF’s new 
drive against Nazi consumer goods 
and finished-product factories, as 
contrasted with those plants which 
do first stage processing of raw 
materials for the enemy’s war 
machine. 

Mannheim - Ludwigshafen has 
been cited by the British Ministry 
of Economic Warfare as a typical 
final stage manufa.turing center 
turning out tanks, trucks, Diesel 
engines and armorplate. At Darm- 
stadt are the Merck Chemical 
Works, one of Gern.any’s leading 
drug and medicine producers. At 
Aachen consumer items like cloth, 
glass, pins and needles were made 
before the war in factories which 
now are likely converted to im- 
portant small war implements. 


Four Campaigns Going. 


The RAF now has at least four 
major campaigns going—against 
strategic targets such as the Mo- 
dane Alpine tunnel hit September 
16; against basic raw material 
processing plants illustrated in 
raids on the big rubber center at 
Mont Lucon September 15, and 
on Hanover Wednesday night; 
against final stage manufavcturing, 
and finally against morale and ad- 
ministration (combined with in- 
dustrial objectives), as in the dev- 
astation raids on Hamburg. 

The Marauders’ new foray was 
their third in two days. Yester- 
day they hit both the Conches and 
the Beauvais-Tille airfields. It 
brought the toll of Luftwaffe bases 
hit this month to more than 40 
different ones, some of which 
have been hit as many as six 
times. 

The raids last night and today 
backed up two smashes by Amer- 
ican Flying Fortresses yesterday 
at Nantes, their first double- 
header raid of the war.

state director of prisons to clean 
up Georgia’s system. 

John L. Mavity, head of the 
house group of investigators, per- 
sonally handed the report to the 
Governor. 

It said: 

“We found in the state a small 
group of camps, the management 
of which we wish to commend, 
while on the other hand we found 
the majority of the camps to be 
operating with inadequate build- 
ings and equipment and without 
any regard to. utilizing the lands 
in connection with the camp for 
the production of crops and live- 
stock and under very poor man- 
agement or supervision. By way 
of illustration, we found a few 
camps where the buildings were 
clean and adequate, where special 
attention was given to the culti- 
vation and production of crops 
for the purpose of feeding the 
men a complete and balanced diet, 
including the production of cattle, 
hogs and poultry for use in the 
camp to such an extent that the 
camps were apparently self-sus- 
taining. 

“On the other hand, we found 
many camps where the buildings 
and equipment were totally inade- 
quate, the management grossly in- 
efficient, and while there was am- 
ple land for the production of 
crops, livestock and poultry, no 
effort was being made to produce 
same and no apparent inclination 
on the part of the management or 
governing authorities in the county 
to encourage such. 

. Allege Cruelty. 


“We found much evidence of 
cruel and inhuman treatment of 
prisoners on the part of certain 
wardens and guards such as the 
use of picks or leg irons, the use 
of sweat boxes with grossly in- 
adequate sanitary facilities, to- 
gether with mistreatment of pris- 
oners by so-called walking bosses 
who resort to the use of clubs, 
sticks and other brutal means of 
punishment. We found in many 
instances that such treatment of 
prisoners had definitely proven 
injurious to the prisoners’ health 
and was certainly not conducive 
to the purpose of rehabilitation. 

“With reference to the state 
prison at Tattnall, the most ap- 
parent cause of unrest and dis- 
sension was obviously from the 
lack of proper employment in the 
prison, there being hundreds of 
prisoners walking around or aim- 
lessly wandering through the 
prison with no apparent purpose 
in mind or duties to perform. 

“We recommend that the Tatt- 
nall prison give special attention 
to the development of such in- 
dustries within the prison as to 
provide such necessary items 


Is Opposed on 


Naval Stores 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—(#) 
A price ceiling on rosin and tur- 
pentine would cut production dan- 
gerously, representatives of the 
naval stores industry told the Of- 
fice of Price Administration 
(OPA) today. 

If the industry is bound by a 
price ceiling, the spokesmen said, 
it will not be able to maintain its 
wage scale, and thus will lose its 
remaining workers to shipyards 
competing for labor. 

“The government says our prod- 
ucts are vital and are urgently 
needed,” A. L. Brogden, of Jack- 
sonville, Fla., declared. “But we 
can’t continue to produce if our 
income is slashed.” 

“Production is already dropping 
because of the tremendous in- 
crease in labor costs,” Harley 
Langdale, of Valdosta, added. 

These two ‘spokesmen were 
joined today by M. L. Rue, of 
Brunswick, operator who lives in 
Washington, and W. L. Rhodes, of 
Estill, S. C., in presenting their 
case to L. C. James, chief of 
OPA’S chemical division. 

Brogden said the three were 
still hopeful OPA would not set 
up a price ceiling on rosin and 
turpentine, but acknowledged the 
agency had given no positive in- 
dication of this. 

He said the conferences would 
eontinue until OPA had all the 
facts and figures it wanted, since 
the agency had promised not to 
take action until it had given full 
consideration to all evidence.

“Without further endeavoring 
to burden the record with details, 
and after a careful and studied 
analysis of the case based on our 
investigation, we believe the first 
difficulty in connection with the 
administration of penal affairs in 
the state is the result of an al- 
most complete lack of intelligent 
direction; therefore our studied 
conclusions in the matter are 
that there should first be ap- 
pointed a competent director of 
penal affairs with power to act, 
and that said director should 
have full and complete contro! of 
Tattnall prison and all state 
prisons. 

“That in connection with Tatt- 
nall prison and prison farm 
there be appointed under the su- 
pervision of said director a com- 
petent agricultural and livestock 
assistant whose duties would be 
to supervise the planning of crop 
and livestock production on the 
farm. That there be another as- 
Sistant at the Reidsville prison 
whose duties would be to see that 
the plans of the agricultural and 
livestock expert are carried out 
and the actual work accomplished. 

“We further recommend that all 
convict camps, both state and 
county, be under the direct super- 
vision of said director of penal af- 
fairs and that said director be 
in power to formulate certain 
rules, regulations and standards 
for the governing of said prison 
and camps which, in his opinion, 
would best serve the needs of 
the Georgia prison system. And 
that he be empowered to require 
of the county authorities that they 
meet such standard or suffer the 
loss of all state prisoners, and 
that said director be also required 
to give special attention and con- 
sideration to the matter of pro- 
ducing agricultural and livestock 
products in the various camps, 
and to urge and require, where 
practical, the acquiring of a suf- 
ficient amount of land for the 
carrying on of such program in 
setting up said standard.

Emergency Subsidy 
Decree Expected Today 


WASHINGTON, . Sept. 24.—(/) 
The War Food Administration is 
expected to announce probably to- 
morrow an emergency dairy sub- 
sidy program designed to encour- 
age producers to maintain produc- 
tion of milk at maximum levels. 

The subsidy, as tentatively ap- 
proved, would go direct to milk 
producers through local Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administration 
eommittees. It would average be- 
tween 40 and 50 cents per hundred 
pounds of milk sold and is expect- 
el to cost between $60,000,000 and 
$80,000,000 during the October- 
December period. 

The subsidy would be designed 
to offset advances which have oc- 
curred in dairy feed prices since 
September, 1942. 

WFA Administrator Marvin 
Jones told congressional commit- 
tees last week that milk produc- 
tion was threatened unless the 
government took steps to increase 
returns to dairymen. Pointing out 
that President Roosevelt had di- 
rected that there be no further 
increases in food prices, Jones 
suggested milk subsidies, This 
suggestion met with little favor 
from the committeemen, however. 

The milk subsidy would be 
borne by the Commodity Credit 
Corporation.

Dixie Gains 
Aid in Freight 
Rate Battle 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—(/) 
Congressional action to put the 
markets of the south and west on 
a freight rate basis equal with the 
rest of the country was recom- 
mended today by a board of in- 
vestigation and research created 
by the 1940 transportation act. 

The board concluded its analysis 
of freight rate differences which 
have for years been criticized in 
the south and west with the ob- 
servation: 

“These differences are not justi- 
fied by costs or other transporta- 
tion conditions. Equality of rate 
levels, particularly the rates on 
manufactured articles, would 
create conditions more favorable 
than have existed in the past for 
the development of particular in- 
dustries in the south and west, 
since present rate disadvantages 
would be removed.” 

Average first-class rate levels in 
the south are 39 per cent higher 
than in the east, the report said, 
and in the west they are 28 to 34 
per cent higher. 

Favors ‘Uocal Growth? 

“It should be recognized,” it 
said, “tha: high rates within the 
south and west on manufactured 
articles, coupled with high inter- 
territorial rates, although tending 
to discourage manufacture in the 
south and west for official (east- 
ern) territory markets would nat- 
urally encourage the development 
of local industries in the south and 
west for local markets. ...A prop- 
er settlement of the interterritorial 
freight rate problem from a na- 
tional standpoint should not de- 
pend upon considerations of sec- 
tional gains or losses that might 
result from the removal of exist- 
ing differences in the rates.” 

Taking out rate level differ- 
ences, the report said; “would per- 
mit manufactured products from 
the south and west to move more 
freely into eastern territory mar: 
kets. Unless rates were equalized 
on the highest regional levels it 
would also permit products of 
eastern manufacture to move more 
easily into southern and western 
markets. 

“The net result would be the 
creation of a situation in which 
each’ part of the country could de- 
velop the particular lines of man- 
ufacturing for which its resources 
were best fitted.” 

“Valid Complaint.” 

When transportation conditions 
do not justify differences in rate 
levels, the report continued, ‘“‘pro- 
ducers in the higher-rated areas 
who are trying to compete with 
those in lower-rated areas have 
a valid complaint against the rate 
structure. 

“They are entitled to relief even 
if there are other factors affect- 
ing their costs of production 
which are more favorable than 
those of their competitors in the 
lower-rated territory since rates 
should not be made to offset nat- 
ural advantages of location.” 

The board suggested it would. 
be simpler for the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to revise the 
entire rate structure if it had a) 
mandate from congress ‘to bring 


about uniformity to the extent) 


that is practicable.”

LONDON, Sept. 24.—(INS)— 
Thirsty Cockneys, all but deprived 
of their “pint of bitter’ because of 
England’s tight beer production ra- 
tioning, had cause to exclaim ‘to- 
day when they read that a bottle 
of Scotch had been snapped up at 
a London spirits auction for $210.

the auctioneer-—-for not one bottle 
was on display. The identity of the 
cellars from whence sprang these | 
dusty bottles of joy also was a 
jealously guarded secret. 

Sell Cellars. 

Owners of old estates no longer 
able to hire servants or obtain 
enough food to feed large parties 
have been selling their cellars 
through Retell’s for some months.

BBC said strong Nazi detach- 
ments tried to smash through the 
port of Split but were thrown 
back towards the Cetina river and 
the town of Imotski, 40 miles in- 
land. Two German troop trains 
were reported wrecked along with 
two and a half miles of railway 
track near Sarajevo. 

One report said guerrillas had 
hurled tanks into a battle against 
Nazi tank forces near Ljubljana 
and destroyed two German tanks 
without losing any.

Bailey Would Shake 
U.S. Payroll for Men 


By ERNEST B. VACCARO. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—(AP)—Senator Bailey, Demo- 
crat, North Carolina, is drafting a bill aimed at stripping the 
federal payroll of able-bodied non-fathers of draft age and 
steering them into the armed forces. 


The North Carolina legislator 
said tonight that his proposal 
would be offered next week as a 
substitute for the Wheeler bill to 
postpone induction of pre-Pearl 
Harbor fathers until January 1. 

This bill, by Senator Wheeler, 
Democrat, Montana, has been 
scheduled for a vote Tuesday. Ad- 
ministration leaders are confident 
of sufficient votes to send it back 
to the Military Committee. 


While details of his substitute 
are yet to be worked out, Bailey 
said it would forbid deferments on 
occupational grounds of bachelors 
and married men without children 
in the government, and cance! de- 
ferments now in ei.ect, except in 
cases where superior officers can 
offer “proof of ihdispensability.”’ 

“Provisions also will be includ- 
ed to force the transfer to combat 
service of uniformed men at the 
War Department capable of bear- 
ing arms and whose services in 
their present desk jobs are not ab- 
solutely indispensable,” Bailey de- 
clared. 

He opposes the Wheeler bill as 
“class legislation” and said that if 
fathers are needed “they must be 
taken.” 


Earlier, Chairman May, Demo- 
crat, Kentucky, of the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee, disclosed 
the abandonment of efforts in the 
house to forbid the drafting of 
fathers. 

May disclosed that Draft Direc- 
tor Lewis B. Hershey would be 
called next week to explain why 
non-fathers of draft age (18-38) 
are still on the government pay- 
roll when their departments have 
not requested their deferment. A

ButterShortage 
Raise Cost 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24—(INS) 
Higher ration points for butter 


next month loomed as a distinct 
possibility tonight because of a 
severe shortage in this com- 
modity. 

Butter supplies in September 
failed to equal scheduled civilian 
allotments, federal officials said, 
and there is little indication that 
the supply picture will be im- 
proved by October. 

Shortage now are on a virtual- 
ly nationwide basis, with the 
most critical areas being those 
in New England and the eastern 
and Pacific seakoards, sections far 
removed from the great butter 
producing regions of the north 
central states. 

Ration points for butter were 
increased from 8 per pound in 
July to 10 in August and 12 in 
September, but even with this 
higher value purchasers have been 
able to exhaust retail stocks in 
many communities. 

Consumers in acute shortage dis- 
tricts are finding themselves with 
plenty of points for butter, but 
no place to spend them. The only 
consumers reported to have plenty 
of the spread are those using 
farm-produced butter as distinct 
from that produced by creameries 
for commercial use. Ration points 
for farm butter were lowered to 
six per pound this month in an 
effort to keep farm butter areas 
from buying creamy butter and

in anticipation of a disturbance was too much for them. I noticed 


earlier in the day, when I was 


talking outside with a group of 


ambulatory patients, and a blast went off where they were putting 
through a road, some men just faded out of the crowd and went 


inside, unable to take the noise 


and the unexpected flash, even 


though they knew its source. Some of these boys go through great 
hardships after being wounded and before help can reach them. 
I have seen some who had crawled to safety in spite of broken 


legs and other wounds. 


I would like to say a word of appreciation here for the wonder- 
ful work the regular Navy and Army doctors and the great number 
of reserves are doing. Their work is magnificent and accounts for 
the small percentage of the loss in men, once they have reached a 
hospital. The administrative work, which has been done at home, 
and which has sent these units out so well equipped that it has 


been possible to set up hospitals 


and to receive patients in record 


time, also deserves our gratitude. This great business is not just 
initial planning, which in itself is a great job on an unprecedented 
scale, but in keeping the flow of necessary replacements arriving 
on time. All equipment deteriorates quickly in the tropics, but the 


home administration soon found 
anything is very rare.

Smashing 


Dnieper River Line 


By JAMES

LONDON, Saturday, Sept. 25—(AP)—The battle for the 
Dnieper river defense line began today as the Russians 
surged forward in force along a 300-mile front on the eastern 
bank and knocked at the gates of Smolensk in the north and 
Kiev in the south, Moscow announced. 


German reports said the Rus- 
sians had tried to cross the Dnie- 
per only one mile above Kiev 
where the Desna joins the Dnie- 
per but the Soviet communique 
made no mention of a crossing, 
nor an attempt to cross. 

The Soviet monitor, incorrectly 
transcribing a Moscow broadcast 
of the communique, first said the 
Dnieper had been crossed in the 
Gomel sector but later changed 
its version of the communique to 
tell of a crossing of the Iput river, 
some 70 miles east of the Dnieper. 

Nevertheless, the Russians, ac- 
cording to Moscow reports, were 
already at the river in many 
places and the Germans them- 
selves mentioned an attempted 
Soviet crossing below Gomel at a 
point where the Pripet river en- 
ters the Dnieper. 

German broadcasts, painting a 
dark picture of the Nazi plight in 
the east, indicated the Germans 
were evacuating the Kuban 
bridgehead into the Caucasus. 

In the fighting for Smolensk the 
Soviets announced the capture of 
Korelly, seven miles northeast of 
Hitler’s former headquarters and 
on the northwest they tightened 
another tentacle that soon may 
throttle that big rail center prize. 
The Roslavl-Smolensk high road 
also was seized. 

Kiev, capital of the Ukraine, 
heard the thunder of approaching 
Soviet guns at Borispol, 17 miles 
to the southeast. The Russians al- 
ready had swept through Lyeski, 
18 miles northeast. 

The Moscow communique said 
that in the Kiev battle the Ger- 
mans launched several counterat- 
tacks “but after losing over 400 
officers and men killed were 
forced to roll back.”
